TYPES  OF  FILM  SERVICE 


The  Bureau  of  Visual  Instruction  at  State  Teachers  College  of- 
fers a  service  of  three  kinds  in  the  management  of  visual  instruc- 
tion films. 

First,  the  Chronicles  of  America  Photoplays  consisting  of  fif- 
teen pictures  rent  for  $15  per  play,  per  school,  per  day.  If  the  en- 
tire series  is  booked  a  reduction  of  $30  is  made.  This  makes  a 
rental  charge  of  $13  per  play  or  $195  for  the  entire  series. 

Our  second  form  of  service  consists  of  miscellaneous  films 
and  their  use.  Any  school  will  be  entitled  to  use  any  number  of 
these  films  during  a  school  year  upon  the  payment  of  a  registration 
fee  of  $10. 

The  third  type  of  service  is  for  the  distribution  of  film  slides, 
ie;  the  Stillfilm  and  35  milimeter  filmslides.  (See  pages  20  ff).  These 
are  supplied  at  the  following  rental  rates:  25c  per  roll;  or  $25  per 
school,  per  year,  for  unlimited  service.  Renter  pays  postage  both 
ways. 

In  all  three  forms  of  service  the  user  pays  transportation  both 
ways  and  agrees  to  return  the  films  on  the  day  following  the  ex- 
hibition. 

The  user  also  agrees  to  give  us  the  approximate  attendance  at 
each  performance.

Who  May  Use  Films?  Groups  such  as  the  following  are  en- 
titled to  enroll  and  use  pictures  from  this  service:  Public  schools, 
private  schools,  colleges  and  normal  schools,  church,  Y.  M.  C.  A.'s, 
county  agricultural  agents,  farm  bureaus ,  health  officers,  American 
Legion  posts,  clubs  and  lodges,  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  parent- 
teacher  organizations,  community  centers,  recreational  directors,  and 
others. 

If  you  cannot  use  pictures  at  present,  kindly  place  this  cata- 
log in  the  hands  of  some  person  or  organization  in  your  community 
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who  might  use  the  material  now. 

Rules  Governing  Film  Service.  Eead  carefully  the  following 
rules, 

1.  All  borrowers  must  return  films  on  or  before  the  date 
specified  in  the  shipment  notice.  Many  programs  are  booker  in 
advance.  It  is  therefore  necessary  that  the  material  be  returned 
to  this  office  on  schedule  time.  Non-observance  of  this  rule  cannot 
be   tolerated. 

2.  No  restrictions  are  made  regarding  the  charging  of  admis- 
sion to  film  showings  when  the  proceeds  are  to  be  used  for  the 
purchasing  of  motion  picture  machines,  stereopticons,  school  equip- 
ment, or  any  good  and  worthy  caus<;  that  will  benefit  the  com- 
munity. 

3.  First  and  second  choice  should  be  indicated  when  films  are 
ordered,  since  the  particular  subject  desired  may  be  in  use  else- 
where. The  order  should  be  received  at  least  six  or  seven  days 
before  date  of  showing. 

This  Bureau  reserves  the  right  to  make  a  substitution  in  /ilm 
subjects  when  first  and  second  choices  are  not  indicated,  and  when 
the    only    subject    or    subjects    asked   for   are    not    available. 

Many  borrowers  leave  the  selection  of  material  to  the  Bureau, 
merely  stating  the  date  of  showing,  the  number  of  reels  desired, 
and  the  kind  of  meeting  for  which  the  films  are  to  be  used. 

4.  Borrowers  shall  pay  transportation  charges  from  Hatties- 
burg  and  return.  Films  are  always  sent  from  this  office  by  express 
unless  the  town  has  no  express  service. 

5.  Do    Not    Rewind    Reels    when   packing    for   return    shipment. 

6.  Monthly  reports  concerning  the  circulation  of  films  are 
required  of  this  Bureau.  Therefore,  the  borrower  is  required  to  fill 
out  and  return  each  time  the  information  card   supplied. 

7.  Borrowers  are  required  to  pay  cost  of  replacing  or  repairing 
films  lost  or  damaged  while  in  their  care — usual  wear  on  the  film 
being  allowed. 

8.  In  the  past,  material  has  been  missent  in  reshipping.  Spec- 
ial care  should  always  be  taken  to  see  that  the  right  films  are 
returned.  Do  not  leave  the  returning  of  material  to  someone  else 
unless  he  is  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  destination  of  the  films. 
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9-     Any   failure    to    ship    or   handle    visual    instruction    materials 

properly  or  to  report  exhibitions  may  be  considered  sufficient  reason 
for  suspending  service.     Enrollment  fees  are  not  refunded. 

Scheduling  Films  in  Advance  is  Advised.  The  Bureau  has 
found  thru  experience  that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  dis- 
tribution comes  thru  the  use  of  schedules  prepared  in  advance.  If 
the  borrower  waits  until  a  few  days  before  his  exhibiting  date  to 
order  subjects,  it  is  often  impossible  to  furnish  the  particular  sub- 
jects desired. 

Films  can  be  booked  months  in  advance.     If  the  borrower  will 

submit  a  list  of  dates  and  the  subjects  desired,  the  Bureau  will  fit 
the  subjects  to  the  dates  and  will  send  a  copy  of  the  completed 
schedule.  By  use  of  the  schedule  borrowers  know  in  advance  what 
they  are  to  receive,  and  they  can  plan  their  work  to  make  it  more 
thoro  and  effective. 

The  use  of  schedules  and  the  booking  of  orders  in  advance  re- 
quire that  both  the  Bureau  and  the  borrowers  cooperate  in  the 
handling  and  shipping  of  material.  The  Bureau  must  not  fail  to 
make  shipment;  but  the  Bureau  can  operate  effectively  only  when 
the   borrowers   return   material   promptly   and   on   schedule   time. 

Return   Material  as   Scheduled.     The  Bureau  reserves  the   right 

to  send  collect  telegrams  or  to  reverse  telephone  charges  when  bor- 
rowers do  not  return  the  material  promptly  as  scheduled.  All  ma- 
terial is  booked  far  in  advance,  and  this  service  cannot  operate  ef- 
ficiently without  the  full  cooperation  of  its  borrowers  in  the  prompt 
return  of  pictures. 

Parcel  Post  or  Express.  Film  shipments  are  cheaper  by  par- 
cel post  than  by  express.  Schools  or  organizations  desiring  ship- 
ments by  mail  and  planning  to  use  numerous  shipments  during  the 
year  are  required  to  make  a  deposit  to  cover  postage  from  Hatties- 
bursr.

A  deposit  varying  from  $2  to  $7  should  be  made,  depending 
upon  the  amount  of  material  used.  Accurate  account  is  kept  of  the 
postage  and  when  the  amount  of  deposit  is  depleted  the  borrower 
will  be  notified.  In  case  all  of  the  deposit  is  not  used  the  Bureau 
will  hold  to  the  credit  of  the  account  any  unused  portion  unless 
specific  request  is  made  for  refund. 

Borrowers  having  postage  deposits  should  always  state  when 
ordering  shipment  is  to  be  made  by  mail. 
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Below  is  a  tabulation  of  weights  or  reels  and  film  shipping 
cases.  The  postal  rates  are  also  indicated.  These  tables  may 
be  used  in  determining  the  approximate  amount  of  postage  on 
single  shipments.  If  the  borrower  has  an  idea  as  to  frequency  and 
size  of  shipments  these  tables  may  be  used  in  determining  the 
amount  to  deposit  for  postage- 
Weights:  The  following  tabulation  will  be  useful  to  the  film- 
user  in  figuring  postage: 

One   reel   of  film   5  pounds 

One-reel    shipping    case    6  pounds 

Two-reel    shipping    case    7  pounds 

Three-reel   shipping  case   10  pounds 

Four-reel  shipping  case 11  pounds 

Five-reel   shipping   case   12  pounds 

Six-reel  shipping  case  15  pounds 

Seven-reel    shipping    case    16  pounds 

NOTE:  A  half -reel  film  requires  as  much  space  in  a  shipping 
case  as  a  full  reel.  For  example,  four  reels  and  a  half  require  a 
five-reel  case,  and  the  approximate  weight  would  be  thirty-five 
pounds.

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SOME  AIMS  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  VISUAL  INSTRUCTION  IN 

THE    DEVELOPMENT    OF    VISUAL    EDUCATION 

IN   MISSISSIPPI 

1.  The  development  of  a  larger  visual  library  to  meet  more  ade- 
quately the  needs  of  the  schools  and  civic  groups  in  the  state. 

2.  Cooperation  with  the  Teachers  College  Faculty  members  in  the 
promotion  of  visual  materials  in  order  that  the  educational  re- 
sources of  the  College  may  be  further  extended  throughout  the 
state. 

3-  A  further  development  in  training  teachers  thru  special  courses 
and  the  encouragement  of  research  in  the  field  of  visual 
education. 

4.  The  encouragement  of  school  administrators  to  provide  for  visual 
education  in  the   annual   school  budget. 

5.  The  development  of  county  visual  libraries  to  be  conducted 
thru   county  administration. 

6.  The  development  of  a  central  visual  library  in  each  city  school 
system  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of  visual  education  or 
a  committee  of  teachers. 

7.  A  fuller  cooperation  with  other  educational  institutions  of  the 
state  and  nation  for  the  general  development  of  the  work. 

8.  A  fuller  understanding  of  the  problems  of  commercial  companies 
in  the  development  of  visual  aids  and  equipment  and  a  willing- 
ness to  cooperate  when  possible. 

9.  The  encouragement  of  the  use  of  pictures  in  community  work, 
and  of  better  types  of  films  for  general  public  exhibitions.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  YALE  CHRONICLES  OF  AMERICAN 

PHOTOPLAYS 

Columbus  The  career  of  Columbus  from  1485  to  1492,  disclos- 
ing the  discouragements,  the  presistent  efforts  and  the  ultimate 
triumph  of  the  "mad  Italian."  First  seen  at  the  court  of  King 
John  of  Portugal,  he  discovers  the  duplicity  of  this  monarch  end 
starts  anew  on  the  arduous  search  for  support  which  leads  him, 
years  later  before  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of  Spain.  At  first  rebuffed, 
he  secures  a  second  interview  through  the  intercession  of  Juan 
Perez  and  wins  Isabella's  aid.  Then  comes  the  departure  of  his  tiny 
fleet  from  Palos,  his  dangers  on  the  high  seas  and  his  eventual 
landing  upon  Watling  Island.    (4  reels) 

Jamestown  A  faithful  impression  of  the  Jamestown  settlement 
in  1612  under  the  stern  rule  of  Sir  Thomas  Dale.  The  daily  life 
of  the  colonists.  The  ever  present  menace  of  the  Indians  whose 
hostility  is  aggravated  in  part  by  Spanish  intrigue.  The  capture 
of  Pocahontas,  her  marriage  to  John  Rolfe  and  the  end  of  Pow- 
hatan's war  of  extermination,  factors  contributing  to  the  successful 
establishment  of  the  first  permanent  English  settlement  in  Ameri- 
ca.   (4   reels). 

The  Pilgrims  The  struggle  for  religious  freedom  as  typified 
by  the  story  of  the  Pilgrims.  Starting  with  the  experience  of  the 
Separtists  at  Scrooby,  England,  their  migration  to  Holland  during 
1668.  Twelve  years  later,  the  departure  of  the  devout  band  for 
America.  The  voyage  of  the  Mayflower.  The  landing  on  Plymoth 
Rock.  Hardships  and  suffering  during  the  first  winter.  The  refusal 
of  the  Pilgrams  to  return  to  England  and  other  incidents  revealing 
their  faith  and  devotion  to  the  ideal  of  freedom  in  religious  thought 
and   expression.    (3   reels). 

The  Puritans.  The  economic  background  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony.  Life  in  early  New  England,  1630  contrasted  with  the 
court  of  Charles  I.  The  political  moves  behind  Thomas  Mortan's 
efforts  to  discredit  the  Puritans  in  England  and  to  bring  about  the 
revocation  of  their  Charter.  The  rise  of  political  dissension  at 
home,  including  the  departure  of  Roger  Williams.  The  capable 
leadership  of  Governor  Winthrop  in  successfully  bringing  the  colony 
through  this  dual  crisis  in  its  affairs.    (3  reels). 

Peter  Stuyvesant  A  summary  of  the  outstanding  events  form 
1653  to  1664  which  reveals  how  Dutch  Amsterdam  became  English 
New  York.  Life  in  the  picturesque  Dutch  colony  under  the  stormy 
rule  of  Stuyvesant.     The  attitude  of  England  toward  Dutch  colonial 
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ambitions  on  the  Hudson.  The  decision,  strengthened  by  the  reporv 
of  Englishmen  from  Long  Island,  to  send  a  fleet  against  New 
Amsterdam.  The  growing  restlessness  of  Stuyvesant's  citizens  un- 
der his  autocratic  administration.  The  arrival  of  the  English  fleet. 
Preparations  for  battle.  The  bloodless  surrender  of  New  Amster- 
dam by  Stuyvesant.  The  attitude  of  his  counsellors  and  citizens 
and  their  standing  out  against  him.    (3  reels). 

The  Gateway  to  The  West  Suggesting  the  beginning  in  1753 
of  the  bitter  conflict  for  the  vast  wilderness  west  of  the  Alle- 
ghanies  between  France,  working  south  from  Canada,  and  England, 
pressing  westward  from  her  seaboard  colonies.  Presenting,  also  a 
charming  picture  of  life  in  Old  Virginia.  In  detail,  the  experiences 
of  young  Colonel  George  Washington,  sent  by  Governor  Dinwiddie 
to  protest  the  French  Occupation  of  the  Ohio  Valley.  Washington 
receives  a  curt  refusal.  A  successful  skirmish  brings  down  upon 
his  small  force  a  large  body  of  French  reinforcements.  He  retreats 
but  is  forced  to  stand  at  ''Fort  Necessity".  To  save  his  command, 
he  surrenders;  a  significant  defeat  since  it  opened  the  eyes  of 
English  ministers  to  the  seriousness  of  the  French  menace  in 
America.   (3  reels). 

Wolfe  and  Montcalm  The  bitter  struggle  between  France  and 
England  in  America,  culminating  in  the  Battle  of  the  Plains  of 
Abraham  and  the  fall  of  Quebec  in  1759.  The  acute  situation  in 
world  politics  which  prompted  William  Pitt  to  send  an  army  over- 
seas under  command  of  General  James  Wolfe.  The  situation  in  New 
France  with  General  Montcalm  hampered  by  the  jealousy  of  Vend- 
roTul,  Governor-General.  The  military  strategy  of  Wolfe.  His 
attack  on  Quebec.  Montcalm's  desperate  defence-  The  clash  on 
the  Plains  of  Abraham.  The  occupation  of  Quebec  and  the  arrival 
of  an  English  fleet  the  following  spring.    (3  reels). 

The  Eve  of  the  Revolution  Depicting  the  most  significant  in- 
cidents of  the  decade  1765-1775  and  through  these  interpreting  the 
state  of  mind  of  the  people  as  the  movement  for  independence 
gained  impetus.  In  detail,  re-creating  scenes  incident  to  the  Stamp 
Act  and  the  stand  against  'Taxation  Without  Representation".  Al- 
so re-creating  the  "Boston  Massacre"  the  "Boston  Tea  Party",  the 
Salem  Assembly  the  rides  of  Paul  Revere  and  William  Dawes,  Jr., 
the  sharp  military  clashes  at  Lexington  Green  and  Concord  Bridge 
and  the  retreat  of  the  British.  In  short,  the  most  notable  events 
preceding  the  actual  outbreak  of  the  War  of  Independence.   (3  reels). 

The  Declaration  of  Independence     An  account  of  the  efforts  of 
a  small  group  of  patriots  to  bring  about  a  unanimous  vote  in  favor 
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of  independence  which  reveals  the  three  outstanding  attitudes  of 
public  opinion  in  1776,  as  represented  by  Tories.  Conservatives,  and 
those  in  favor  of  absolute  independence.  The  influence  of  pamphlets 
is  typified  by  Thomas  Paine  and  his  "Common  Sense",  the  unoffici- 
al gatherings  of  delegates,  the  concern  of  John  Adams,  Franklin 
and  others  as  to  the  attitude  of  France,  the  proceedings  of  the 
Second  Contiental  Congress  culminating  in  the  famous  session  of 
July  2nd,  1776,  when  a  unanimous  resolution  for  independence  was 
secured.  The  formal  adoption  of  the  Declaration  on  July  4th,  and 
the  subsequent  excitement.   (3  reels). 

Yorktown  The  progress  of  the  War  of  Independence  between 
January  and  October,  1781.  The  hardships  and  sufferings  of  the 
American  treated.  The  problems  facing  General  Washington  due  to 
discouragement  and  mutiny.  The  international  aspects  of  the  cam- 
paign of  1781  and  the  aid  rendered  by  the  French  leaders.  Wash- 
ington's march  south.  The  arrival  of  the  French  fleet  in  the 
Chesapeake.  The  successful  outwitting  of  Clinton  and  Cornwallis. 
The  battle  of  Yorktown  and  the  subsequent  surrender  of  Cornwal- 
lis. (3  reels). 

Vincennes  The  struggle  for  supremacy  along  the  frontier  when 
the  American  Colonies  were  fighting  for  Independence  in  the  east. 
Hamilton,  British  Governor-General  of  the  Northwest,  occupies 
Vincennes  to  curb  the  influence  of  westward-spreading  pioneers. 
George  Rogers  Clark,  to  rid  the  country  both  of  Hamilton  and  of 
his  Indian  allies,  strikes  out  from  Kentucky  and  reaches  Kaskaskia 
before  cold  weather  in  1799.  Hamilton,  protected  by  a  seemingly 
impenetrable  wilderness,  feels  secure  until  spring.  Grasping  his  op- 
portunity, Clark  presses  on  across  the  "Drowned  Lands"  in  the  face 
of  tremendous  hardships  and  captures  Vincennes,  breaking  the  in- 
fluence of  the  British  over  the  Indians  and  winning  for  the  Repub- 
lic the  vast  territory  from  which  later  were  formed  the  states  of 
Ohio,   Indiana,   Illinois,   Michigan  and   Wisconsin. 

Daniel  Boone  The  courage  and  unconquerable  spirit  of  the 
early  pioneers,  typified  by  a  portion  of  the  adventuresome  career 
of  Daniel  Boone  in  1775.  Landholders  of  North  Carolina  sent  him 
as  forerunner  of  a  new  settlement  in  what  is  now  Kentucky.  He 
establishes  Boonesboro  but  the  colony  faces  extinction  because  of 
sickness  and  Indian  depreations,  Boone,  is  captured  by  the  Shawnees. 
In  1783,  a  French  officer  in  the  British  service  organizes  an  Indian 
offensive  against  Boonesboro.  Boone,  meanwhile  accepted  as  a 
brother  by  the  savages,  escapes,  races  back  to  his  settlement  and 
successfully  defends  it  against  a  bitter  nine-day  attack.  (3  reels). 
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The  Frontier  Women  To  portray  the  sacrifices  of  the  women 
of  the  frontier  and  the  part  played  by  them  in  the  making  of  our 
nation  this  film  re-creates  the  story  of  the  settlement  of  Watauga 
in  the  Tennessee  mountains  in  1780.  Cornwallis  had  sent  Ferguson 
to  destroy  the  power  of  the  frontier  patriots.  John  Service  and 
his  mountain  men  set  oat  from  Watauga  to  oppose  him.  The  wo- 
men of  the  settlement,  left  with  the  old  men  and  boys  refuse  to 
recall  their  warriors  in  the  face  of  an  impending  Indian  attack. 
Service  defeats  Ferguson  at  King's  Mountain,  the  turning  point  of 
the  Revolution  in  the  west.  On  their  return  several  of  the  men  are 
killed  by  Cherokees.  The  joy  of  the  Watauga  women  is  turned  to 
grief.  After  but  two  hours  at  home  Service  and  his  mountain  men 
again  swing  into  their  saddles,  determined  to  remove  forever  the 
menace  of  the  Indians.    (3  reels). 

Alexander  Hamilton  A  biographical  film  revealing  Hamilton's 
work  during  the  crucial  period  immediately  following  the  War  of 
Independence  in  stabilizing  the  currency  of  the  new  government  and 
formulating  its  financial  system.  He  is  first  seen  in  Morristown, 
New  Jersey,  as  aid  to  General  Washington  during  the  closing  years 
of  the  war.  He  is  present  at  Washington's  inauguration,  and  is  ap- 
pointed to  first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  He  at  once  undertakes 
to  secure  adequate  revenue  through  taxation.  Opposition  to  his 
Excise  Tax  leads  to  open  rebellion  in  western  Pennsylvania.  He 
forsees  the  necessity  for  the  government  to  regard  this  as  an  op- 
portunity to  show  its  strength.  President  Washington,  despite  his 
reluctance  risk  a  civil  war,  accepts  Hamilton's  viewpoint  and  calls 
out  the  militia.  The  disorder  is  promptly  and  decisively  checked. 
(3  reels). 

Dixie  "Dixie"  relates  the  story  of  the  civilian  South  through- 
out the  Civil  War,  revealing  the  heroic  part  played  by  the  women 
of  the  Confederacy  and  the  position  and  attitude  of  the  slaves.  To 
this  end,  it  traces  the  experiences  of  a  typical  Southern  family  be- 
hind the  lines,  from  the  time  its  men  ride  off  to  the  war  to  the 
final  months  of  the  struggle.  It  ends  with  a  re-creation  of  Appo- 
mattox. General  Lee,  representing  the  unbroken  spirit  of  the  South, 
meets  with  General  Grant  and  terms  of  surrender  are  arranged  (3 
reels).

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MISCELLANEOUS  FILMS

A  Fish  and  Bear  Tale.  An  interesting  film  showing  fishing 
in  its  various  forms  on  the  Miramichi  River,  New  Brunswick,  fin- 
ally ending  with  the  capture  alive  of  three  bear  cubs.  Boys  and 
girls   take    particular   interest   in   this    picture. 

Alfalfa.  This  is  an  illustrated  story  of  America's  greatest  hay 
crop.  It  begins  with  the  need  of  a  good  seed  bed — the  spreading  of 
manure  and  lime,  plowing,  harrowing,  and  soil  pulverizing.  The 
inoculation  of  alfalfa  seed  is  shown,  as  well  as  the  planting,  etc. 
Harvesting  scenes  are  also  shown,  including  the  threshing  and  sack- 
ing of  alfalfa  seed.  The  value  of  alfalfa  as  a  feed,  pasture,  and 
hay  is   also   shown.    (1   reel). 

The  Arctic  Patrol.  An  informative  film  depicting  additional 
phases  and  aspects  of  Canada's  eastern  Arctic  regions  as  well  as  life 
and  conditions  therein.  The  film  also  contains  many  intL.iate 
glimpses  of  the  wild  life  of  this  territory.  This  film  is  the  official 
record  of  the  Canadian  Government  Arctic  Expedition  of  1929.  (4 
reels). 

Birds  Rare  and  Fantastic.  The  sixth  of  the  "Canadian  Sea 
Fowl"  series,  and  dealing  with  the  life  and  habits  of  the  Red- 
throated  Loon,  the  Double-crested  Cormorant  and  the  Common  Cor- 
morant.   (1  reel). 

A  Bit  of  High  Life.  A  scenic  film  following  the  journeys  of 
alpinists  on  unblazed  trails  near  Lake  Louise,  depicting  the  wonders 
of  Bow  Lake,  and  finally  taking  the  traveler  after  many  adven- 
turous climbs  into  the  Columbia  ice  area  and  back  to  Laggan. 

Conquering  the  Jungle.  Rubber  industry  in  Sumatra;  road 
into  jungle;  natives;  germination  of  rubber  tree  seeds;  processes. 
(1  reel). 

Digging  Up  The  Past.  A  unique  and  instructive  film  showing 
the  Badlands  of  the  Red  Deer  Valley,  Alberta,  the  most  prolific  field 
in  the  world  for  Palaeontological  research,  and  how  dinosaurs  are 
located  and  secured.  The  film  also  depicts  the  work  of  assembling 
the  fossilized  bones  of  prehistoric  monsters  at  the  Royal  Viccoria 
Museum,  Ottawa. 

Farming  With  Farmalls.  Scenes  suitable  for  showing  in  the 
Central,  Eastern,  and  Southern  States.  The  Farmall  tractor  is 
shown  operating  the  following  machines:  plow,  disk  harrow,  soil 
pulverizer,  drill,  cotton  duster,  4-row  cotton  cultivator,  etc.,  (2  reels). 
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Fire.  A  picture  produced  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Un- 
derwriters emphasizing  our  great  annual  loss  by  fire  and  suggesting 
means  of  preventing  fires.    (1  reel). 

Fish  and  Fishing  for  Everybody.  An  industrial  picture  treat- 
ing of  the  great  fish  indstry  of  Canada.  This  film  was  taken  at 
the  Thurlow  fish  hatchery,  Belleville,  Ontario,  and  shows  every 
operation  of  fish  incubation. 

Harvest  of  The  Sugar  Maple  Tree.  An  educational  film  depict- 
ing life  in  the  sugar  bush,  demonstrating  the  old  and  new  methods 
of  tapping  maple  trees,  of  gathering  sap,  and  transporting  it  to  the 
kettles.  It  shows  the  boiling  in  modern  evaporators,  the  bottling 
and  canning  of  the  maple  syrup  in  the  factory,  and  finally,  an 
old-fashioned  sugar  bush  party. 

Home  Builders.  A  feature  picture  which  illustrates  by  com- 
parison the  advantages  and  economy  of  tractors  over  horse  farming. 
A  plot  runs  through  this  three-reel  picture,  embodying  four  prin- 
cipal characters.  Most  of  the  subtitles  represent  conversation  of 
these  four  characters  and  bring  out  clearly  the  advantages  and 
increased  results  to  be  obtained  from  the  use  of  power  machinery. 
(3  reels). 

The  Horseless  Farm.  Scenes  from  J.  F.  Deems'  Forestdale 
horseless  farm.  With  two  Farmall  tractors  and  other  modern 
equipment,  this  farm  is  being  operated  with  increased  profit,  en- 
tirely without  horses.  To  watch  this  panorama  of  twentieth  cen- 
tury farming  methods  on  the  screen  is  to  realize  more  definitely 
than  ever  before  that  the  farm  is  the  source  of  most  of  our  food, 
no  matter  who  we  are  or  where  we  labor.

A  scenic  travelogue  of  the  historic 
Minas  region  of  Nova  Scotia  immortalized  in  Longfellow's  famous 
poem  "Evangeline."  The  film  contains  interesting  views  of  the 
scenery  of  this  old  Acadian  land  as  well  as  glimpses  of  Evangeline's 
Well,  Grand  Pre,  the  old  dykes,  mighty  Blomidon  and  other  famous 
landmarks. 

Laying  of  The  World's  Largest  Steel  Bridge  Girder.  This  pic- 
ture   shows    the    laying    of    the    largest    steel    bridge    girder    in    the 
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world  at  Rock  Island,  Illinois  in  August,   1923    (%   reel). 

Lumbering  in  British  Columbia.  British  Columbia  produces 
many  million  feet  of  lumber  annually  and  one-third  of  the  total  out- 
put of  Canada.  Her  immense  forests  contain  probably  the  finest 
timber  in  the  world  today  and  in  this  educational  film,  replete  with 
scenic  beauties,  is  depicted,  in  graphic  manner,  the  lumbering  oper- 
ations, from  the  felling  of  the  giant  trees  to  the  export  shipping 
of  the  finished  product. 

Maintaining  the  Salmon  Supply.  One  of  the  series  of  films 
descriptive  of  Canada's  fisheries,  which  are  the  largest  in  the  world. 
This  film  depicts  salmon  hatchery  operations  at  Lakeelse  Lake, 
Skeena  River  district,  British  Columbia. 

The  Making  of  Twine.  The  scenes  of  the  mill  operations  are 
quite  complete,  consisting  of  the  combing,  drawing,  and  spinning 
machines.  The  process  used  in  putting  on  the  patented  double-trus- 
sed cover  which  prevents  the  twine  from  collapsing  or  snarling  and 
printing  and  sewing  of  the  "wine  sacks  is  also   shown.    (1  reel). 

The    Master    Road    Builder.        This    shows    McCormick-Deering 

Industrial  Tractors  operating  road  graders,  ditchers,  and  scarifiers  in 
many   states.   Watch   the   dirt  fly   as   the   husky  tractor   undertakes 

the  job  of  road  building  and  maintenance.   (2  reels). 

McCormick-Deering  Industrial  Power.  This  two-reel  film  shows 
the  industrial  tractor  at  work  in  the  oil  fields,  at  the  docks,  in  dense 
forests,  etc.,  on  typical  jobs  where  it  has  proved  itself  a  most 
practical  and  economical  power  unit-   (2  reels). 

Monarchs  of  the  Plains.  A  film  visit  to  Buffalo  Park,  Wain- 
wright,  Alberta,  where  the  Dominion  Government  has  established  a 
great  national  reserve  for  the  once  nearly  extinct  buffalo,  as  well 
as  yak,  elk,  and  other  wild  life.  Besides,  interesting  views  of 
these  former  monarchs  of  the  plain  and  how  they  are  cared  for,  this 
film  depicts  the  cross-breeding  of  buffalo  with  domestic  cattle  to 
develop  new  and  hardier  animals. 

New  Ways  for  Old.  New  ways  for  old  in  the  treatment  of 
diphtheria.  A  comparison  of  methods  today  with  those  of  Civil  war 
times.  The  film  is  dramatized  and  is  presented  in  an  interesting 
and  effective  manner.  A  picture  encouraging  the  use  of  toxin-anti- 
toxin. Of  general  interest.  Produced  by  the  Metropolitan  In- 
surance Company.    (1  reel). 

Nigara,  The  Glorious.  Nigara  Falls,  including  splendid  pan- 
oramic and  close-up  views  of  the  Horseshoe  and  American  Falls,  the 
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Whirlpool   Rapids   and   the    Gorge,   together   with   glimpses   of   their 
picturesque  environs.   (1  reel). 

Nomads  of  The  Sea.  A  scenic  and  bird-life  film  taken  along 
the  northern  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence — the  home  of 
countless  thousands  of  little  known  Canadian  sea-fowl.  This  film  is 
of  especial  interest  to  bird-lovers  in  that  it  contains  many  intimate 
views  of  Gulls,  Murres.  Eider  Ducks,  Cormorants,  and  other  rare 
birds  nesting  in  their  native  haunts. 

One  Scar  or  Many?  A  film  on  the  value  of  vaccination. 
Technically  correct  in  every  detail,  it  outlines  the  history  of  small- 
pox vaccination,  gives  statistical  information  on  the  reduction  of 
the  disease  by  vaccination  and  its  increase  wherever  there  are  no 
compulsory  laws  or  lax  enforcement  of  existing  laws.  It  is  made 
as  free  as  possible  of  gruesome  details  and  is  an  interesting  ex- 
position of  the  subject.  Produced  by  the  Metropolitan  Insurance 
Company.  (1  reel). 

Once  Over  and  It's  All  Over.  Once  over  a  field  and  harvesting 
and  threshing  is  completed  in  a  single  operation.  This  motion  pic- 
ture also  shows  the  windrow-harvester  and  harvester-thresher  with 
pick-up  attachment-  The  regular  and  slow-motion  pictures  taken  of 
a  sectional  view  of  the  harvester-thresher  are  very  interesting  and 
instructive.    (2    reels). 

The  Power  Behind  the  Orange.  Before  your  very  eyes,  barren 
deserts  surrounded  by  towering  snow-capped  peaks  are  transformed 
by  the  ingeunity  of  man  into  miles  and  miles  of  orange-producing 
trees.  You  will  be  surprised  to  see  how  modem  mecnanical  power 
has  stepped  in  and  become  the  orange  grower's  chief  lieutentant. 
(1  reel). 

The  Power  Farmer.  Food,  valued  in  the  billions  of  dollars, 
is  taken  from  the  soil  each  year.  This  great  factory  can  be  main- 
tained at  its  maximum  productiveness  only  through  the  application 
of  mechanical  power  and  the  use  of  up-to-date  power-operated  ma- 
chines of  various  kinds.   (1  reel). 

The  Romance  of  RayoM.  The  story  of  a  new  textile  fibre. 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  instruction  in  the  complete 
story  of  rayon  from  its  natural  source  in  the  woorf  of  spruce  or  in 
cotton,  to  its  final  form  in  fabrics  and  apparel.    (2  reels). 

Salmon  Fishing  on  The  Skeena.  An  industrial  film  depicting 
different  methods  used  in  catching  salmon,  and  disclosing  the  vas>t- 
ness  of  this  industry  in  the  vicinity  of  Prince  Rupert,  B.  C. 
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School  Days.  In  an  effort  to  encourage  better  educational 
facilities  in  rural  sections,  the  International  Harvester  Company  has 
prepared  the  motion  picture,  "School  Days".  In  this  reel  are  pic- 
tured actual  scenes  from  consolidated  schools  now  in  operation, 
showing  some  of  the  advantages  gained.   (  1  reel) 

Soy  Beans.  Values  of  soy  beans;  preparation  of  soil;  liming; 
types  of  spreaders;  plainting;   threshing  and  harvesting  processes. 

The  Story  of  A  Can  of  Salmon.  An  informative  film  depicting 
in  an  interesting  and  non-technical  manner  how  salmon  is  canned 
in  the  great  caneries  of  British  Columbia.  Every  step  in  the  pro- 
cess from  delivering  the  catch  to  the  canery  to  completed  product 
is  graphically  shown.    (1  reel). 

The  Story  of  Portland  Cement.  Just  one  hundred  years  ago 
(1824)  an  English  mason,  named  Joseph  Aspdin,  took  out  the  first 
patent  for  portland  ement.  He  called  his  material  "Portland''  ce- 
ment, because  when  it  hardened  it  resembled  a  building  stone  found 
on  the  Isle  of  Portland,  off  the  coast  of  England.  This  interest- 
ing one  reel  production  tells  the  complete  story  of  Portland  Cement 
from  quarrying  to  the  finished  product.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
this  is  the  first  time  the  interior  of  a  kiln  in  operation  has  been 
photographed — a  picture  of  a  heaving  mass  of  burning  materials, 
revealing  the  most  spectacular  conception  of  Dante's  Inferno.  (1 
reel). 

Too  Many  Pounds.  Overweight  is  no  laughing  matter;  it  is  a 
serious  health  menace.  This  film  shows  by  contrast  with  earlier 
times  how  the  development  of  machinery  has  resulted  in  less  muscle 
activity.  Overweight  and  correct  way  of  reducing  are  demonstrated. 
(1  reel). 

Uncovering  Earth's  Riches.  From  the  clearing  of  virgin  soil 
with  brush  cutter  and  brush  breaker  plow,  through  the  various 
seasons  of  the  year  to  the  time  the  soil  is  disked,  pulverized,  and 
seeded  and  the  crops  harvested,  mechanical  power  plays  an  import- 
ant part  in  each  operation.  You  see  how  great  unproductive  areas 
are  converted  into  fertile  profitable  farms-    (1  reel). 

Up-To-Date  Home  Canning.  "Canning  in  tin";  various  foods 
and  methods.  In  this  reel  are  shown  the  methods  of  "canning  in 
tin",  and  various  devices  for  making  canning  less  laborious. 

The  Valley  of  a  Hundred  Peaks.  A  film  depiction  of  a  trail 
ride  into   the  Tonquin  Velley.   One  of  the  most  picturesque   sections 
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of   Jasper   National   Park,   Alberta,   with   interesting   views    of   spec- 
tacular mountain  scenery. 

When  Day  Is  Done.  The  sky  is  a  blaze  of  colour  in  the  west, 
and  under  its  spell  the  world  lays  aside  its  clay's  work  to  muse 
awhile  in  the  stillness  of  dusk.  Each  sunset  brings  a  new  com- 
bination of  colours,  a  different  mood.  The  camera  has  caught 
and  woven  into  a  little  picture  poem  1hese  glories — old  yet  ever 
new — which  come  to  thrill  the  soul  of  man  when  day  is  done. 

When  Winter  Comes.  It  is  one  thing  to  spend  the  winter  sit- 
ting around  the  radiator  and  grouching  about  the  weather — and 
quite  another  to  get  out  of  doors,  where  the  air  is  clean  and  crisp 
and  the  snow  crunches  under  your  feet!  Banff,  in  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains, has  become  a  western  rendevous  for  winter  sports,  and  there 
one  skates  or  goes  sleigh  riding,  or  even  risks  his  neck  on  skiis 
admist   the   most   glorious   of  winter   scenery. 

Winter  Witchery  of  Nigara.  Famous  as  one  of  the  wurld's 
greatest  scenic  spectacles.  Nigara  in  winter  dress  is  incomparably 
beautiful.  This  film  depicts  the  glories  of  the  great  cataract  under 
the  Frost  King's  magic  mantle  when  its  picturesque  environs  are 
transformed  by  frozen  spray  into  weirdly  beautiful  and  fantastically 
shaped  ice  formations. 

Working  for  Dear  Life.  A  general  health  film.  Comparison 
is  made  of  the  human  body  and  the  automobile.  We  take  our  car 
to  the  mechanic  for  inspection  frequently,  but  the  human  body, 
which  is  a  more  delicate  piece  of  mechanism,  is  too  frequently  neg- 
lected. The  film  shows  how  one  man  cared  for  his  car  but  neg- 
lected himself.  The  good  results  of  regular  medical  inspection  are 
emphasized.   (1  reel)

rods;  the  accurate  gear-cutting  machines;  the  engine  assembly; 
and  finally  the  tractor  assembly.  A  new  tractor,  complete  in  #very 
sense,  runs  off  the  assembly  chain  under  its  own  power  every  three 
and  one-half  minutes.   (2  reels). 
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(1)  Buildrs  of  An  Empire.  Through  the  pictures  you  will 
live  again  the  covered-wagon  days  of  those  restless  pioneers  who 
trailed  down  dusty  sunset  trails  to  the  "line"  when  the  "run'1  *ras 
to  start  into  the  Indian  lands  just  opening  for  settlement.  You 
will  suffer  the  hardships  of  those  settlers  who  erected  sod  huts 
and  labored  with  crude  tools  on  virgin  plains,  creating  the  food 
supply  which  made  possible  the  development  of  our  great  cities. 
(2   reels). 

(1)  Business  Management  of  Musingess  Hens.  In  this  pic- 
torial visit  to  Prof.  P.  G.  Holden's  modern  poultry  farm  at  White- 
hall, Michigan,  the  methods  of  separating  the  cockrels  from  the 
pullets,  the  culling  of  the  pullets  and  the  canning  of  the  cockrels 
and  culls  are  shown.   (1  reel). 

(2)  Power  Farming  In  the  South.  Mr.  J.  H.  Aldridge,  a  Delta 
planter,  revolutionized  his  method  of  operation  by  the  installation 
of  mechanical  power  instead  of  mortgaging  his  plantation  to  begin 
in  the  old  way.

chines.  (2  reels). 

(3)  The  Romance  of  The  Reaper.  This  motion  picture — filmed 
at  the  McCormick  homestead  in  Rockbridge  county,  Virginia — tells 
the  dramatic  story  of  the  invention  of  the  first  successful  grain- 
reaping  machine  in  1831,  by  Cyrus  Hall  McCormick.  Vital,  alive 
with  action,  full  of  interest,  and  historically  correct,  each  scene 
showing  the  building  and  assembly  of  the  reaper  was  taken  inside 
or  outside  of  the  original  log  forge  shop — the  anvil,  bellows  and 
ether  equipment  used  100  years  ago  are  pictured  in  their  original 
place.
